"Some vagi/d excuse' was made for 
pur.suiiig the obvious course of sending 
Miioh things to their banker's rather 
then their jewelh;r's. A note of ac- 
ijuie.scoiict! was returned [ler bearer, anil 
in the eveuinj,', a. little befoi'e clo.sing 
titti<', the safe arrived in a van. 
Thou'gh large, it wKs hot heavy, being 
of wood not iron, and therefore ^.not 
M'ortliy of its name. It wa.s duty de- 
posited in a eoriK^r of the strong room, 
and no one thought any more about it.

Rud. When Russian troops entered Merv 
it WUB at ouco pointed out in English papers 
that tho tiuie hiid come for a dotiuite and 
(leciBiTe policy with regard to the Iluasiuu 
advance towards ludia. They only ucqui- 
escod in the seizure of Merv on tho express 
understaudiug that the frontier of Afghani- 
stan' should bo olonrly marked out, and that 
tho least infraction of this line would bo 
regarded by England as s nisu.s brUi. That 
course was adopted by our (lovernment, 
and to all appearance that of the C/.ar also 
coincided in its justice and agreed to parti- 
cipate iu giving; it validity. To the ])oliey 
of maintaining the integrity of .Afghanistan 
this country was committed, uot only \iy a 
sense of its ow^u interests, but also by the 
definite assurances given to the Ameer from 
time to time, and particularly iu 1883. It 
is 'one from which the Govcrnmeut have as 
yet shown no Hi{;u of do])urting, and, iu- 
doed, the least aymptom of waveriug would 
be attended with fatal results to thi ir own 
oxistouco. They have from every [xiint of 
view a position which is practically unas- 
sailable so far as tho matter is one of 
negotiation. Tho exchange of opinions 
which took place in 187'2-;i between the two 
Governuionts on tho subject of the Afghan 
frontier has been desurihed as no longer 
binding on liussia; but tho lluasiau Ani- 
liagsador at the Court of St, JaniBs w»h in- 
Btructed in the spring of 1882 to state that 
tho St. reteralmrg Foreign Ollicc still 
recog'uizod the validity of the arrangement 
then concluded. This statement uccjuired 
more explicit value from being followed uj) 
by tho declaration of Ku.ssia's readiness to 
delimit tho Afghan frontier from tho Oxus 
to Sarakhs. How, it may be asked, can 
Kuasia carry out her own j)ropo3ition hy 
throwing a loose Hue round tho Snlar and 
Sarik districts and incorporating all the 
region up to tho Puropamisns? The llus- 
.eian acts now uro in flat contradiction of 
everything stated by M. de Giers up to the 
period of the Merv ocoupntiou, and there is 
every reason to say that those expressions 
were repeated still more emphatically after 
that event had taken place. While the 
EfyiiiBh.Oovernment are tied down to a 
to' Bussiu and by tlil'ir solemn pledges to 
the Ameer, tho Russian Government equally 
bound themaelveB to eo-operate in tho tusk 
of delimiting " the Afghan frontier from 
Khojah ftaluh to Sar.ikiis." In mea.iur- 
iug tha oxteut of the unfriendly nctiun 
to which liussia has resjrtod within the 
latt two or three months it is necesdary to 
remember that tho frontier oouunission 
was devised as a moans of showing Rua 
aia's good faitb, and of pruviug that the 
Czar's conquest of Merv did not consti- 
tute a menace tn England as many personj 
represented that it wuuld. Mor can we 
lose 8i«ht uf the fuct that long before 
(Jenor.il Lumadon lefi London tho scope 
of his labors lud I.een defined by the 
highest Kiisaiaii as well as Eutjli.sh au 
thorities. Ha was to c nnpletu wlmt had 
been left unfinished in 187:5, and to give 
the Ameer's territory, which was ad- 
mitted to be "outside the sphere of Riis- 
sia's influence," a recognized bound.iry 
from tho O.xus to Sarakhs. It is as 
impossible to reconcile Russia's re- 
cent action witli the oriifinal under- 
standing regarding the labors of this 
commission, as it is to discover in tho oc- 
cupation of Zulficar and i-'ul-i-Ivhliili the 
evidence that tho Rusman government 
has no sinister designs upon Uerat and 
other places nearer India. Instead of 
cordially co-operating with ua, as origi- 
nally arranged, tliu Russian government 
have delayed their coinminsion until their 
troops had occupied the most important 
positions within the debatable ground, 
aiid then they have brought forward the 
ethnographical principle, wl)ich should 
have been ventilated at a much earlier 
stage of the question if it was to bo em- 
ployed at all. Although tlioy went so far 
as to nominate a chief commisHioiior in 
the person of Gen. Zeionoy last Septem- 
ber, they have allowed him to remain 
ever since on his private estate near 
Tiflis; and when tho aeason approached 
for beginning work on tho spot, instead 
of hastening tho movements of their re- 
presentatives they sont an agent, iM. Le.i- 
ssr, to London to make demands which 
' iare simply preposterous and to which no 
Kcivernment eeuld venture to yield. 
The London Times says the Rassians have 
striven throughout to hoodwink our min- 
isters and to mislead English opinion; but 
they have already imposed more than 
enough on our credulity. Not only have 
they committed a flagrant broach of diplo- 
matic otiquotto, but they have really in- 
vaded Afghanistan. Unless they retire 
from the propositions, which they should 
never have entered, there is little chance 
iif averting hostile collision, for the Eng- 
lish government can never concur in the 
violent seizure of diMricts to which Rus- 
sia has not tho shadow of a claim, and 
some of which are vitally necessary to the 
nroaervation of tho Ameer's authority in 
hia kingdom. 



(tx-mtasionary, as their agent at ^Ottawa, 
rather hindered than helped the progress 

of that question. Scarcely one of Mr. 
Williams' backers said or wrote anything 
to tho Chinese commission against Ohinese 
immigration. Most of his backers em- 
ploy Chinamen and the biggest of them 
have got their living from Chinamen for 
years by renting tenements to them, nr as 
pettifogging go-b'etweons.

They permitted a' vast encroach 
mout by Canada on our oaatorii frontier, 
and mado no protest to Canada against 
tho miainamgement of our Indian alf.iira. 
They showed no infereat in our Bchool 
system, and did nothing to make tho 
cimntry known, or to encourage white im- 
migration. Yet these persons, who 
emptied the treasury and stopped or pro 
vented public works, drying up the very 
sources of wage paying capital, have tho 
singular impudence now to pose as the 
workingman'a friond. Thoy must think 
that workiiigineii have very short mem- 
ories to bo caught now by such stuff. It 
is as tho catspaw of these men — tho be- 
getters of poverty, paralysis and confu- 
sion — that Mr. Williams makes his bow 
before the electors, with his teacup of 
thunder and liis five cents worth of light- 
nini;. To morrow the novice and his 
backers, with their audacious perfidy, 
sinister ambition and pitiful .scheming 
against progress and good govuriimeut, 
will receive their qnietua Ko doctoring, 
no darning can disguise the wounds and 
routs in the above dismal and too true 
history. Wo must not parley with these 
Uussiana iu our midst. Every elector 
should throw a political stone and bury 
tho novice and his backers to-morrow 
beneath a lieap that shall bo at mice their 
death and tlieir uncouth mcinimcnt.

However, after the 
last cmilio WAS safely stowed away, thu 
order was given to take in ])lank .Mid let 
go, and the steamer left the harbor amidst 
loud lamentationa from tho Chinamen.
